—MR. SEAN LEMASS 


ECLARING that the passing of 


[) capitalism should not mean} 


the advent of totalitarianism, 
Mr. Sean Lemass last night, at the 
inaugural meeting of U.C.D. Com- 
merce Society, said that freedom 
must be restored to private enter- 
rise after the emergency as rapidly 
as general conditions permitted. 
He named other lines which the 
country’s industrial policy must 
follow if national economic policy 
were to be linked with private enter- 
rise. They. were :— sl resist ua 
mptation to press post-war plan- 
ii to an extent that envisaged 
State direction or control of the 
details of. industrial organisation or 
management; to be prepared to take 
whatever risks might be involved 
in removing war-time controls too 
soon rather than too late, and to 
make the main aim of policy the 
creation of general conditions that 
would enable private enterprise to 
function adequately. 
He warned that the Government 


would have to maintain controls|divisions which were counter-attack- 


after the emergency. 

Mr. Lemass added that if they 
rejected the idea of a social system 
which included private enterprise 
because .of the importance of the 
profit motive in it, they must plan 
for something akin to the Russian 
system, Where every important 
economic activity was the sole con- 
cern of the State. He did not believe 
than any such system, no more than 
unbridled capitalism, was suitable to 
the character of the people or 
the circumstances of the country. 
In all the talk of system, however, 
they must not lose sight of the fact 
that it was the manner in which 
they might use material resources 
which would decide whether increas- 
ing national prosperity would re- 
sult in corresponding benefits to all 
citizens,

CRIMEA BATTLE
